‘coolles. 

They were ordered to return {to 
the Whangpoo by Major-Gen, Telfer- 
Smolictt, and escorted back by men 
of the Welch. Fusillera. 

The adventure began when tho 
two Inunches. suddenly appeared at 
Garden Bridge and opened the 
Japanese boom across the ereel. 


When bBritlsh. troops near tho 
godown warmed the ‘crowds near-by 
to clear the strects because it was 
understood thnt the Japanese were 
about to attack from the river, 
coolies hurriedly mustered sampans 
on the éreck bank ond formed ao 
make-shift boom across the creclc, 


The boom ropidly assumed, 
mammoth proportions. People on the 
banks said the creck was solid with 
sampans, about 400: yards long start- 
ing just below the godown and mak- 
ing it very diMcult for any attempt 
to fire from the creek. 


ON BRITISH ORDERS 


United Press was informed that 
the coolles had constructed the 
blockade on orders from British 
officers.

We should become a 
population of short-term matrimonial 
orphans. 

This prospect is daunting and’ dis-. 
gusting enough to be repulsive. But, 
it need not cause us intense anxiety, 
because, slnce It runs counter to 
fundamental and elemental human 
instincts, as well as to thoso of the 
more admirable specimens of the:

to protect thelr children from n 
few black sheep Jn the teaching pro- 
fession, But without doubt the vast 
majority of - teachers deserve 
sympathy for the position in which 
they find temselves with regard to 
the possibility of belng charged with 
assault, In addition, school dis- 
clpline suffers from this possibility. 

Trouble seldom arises when par« 
ents are at one with school authori- 
ties In desiring good ‘ behaviour “In 
the children. It is when unruly and 
disobedient children, often with 
direct or indirect parental encourage- 
ment, defy authority that harmless 
but alightiy unconventional methods 
of correction must be adopted. These 
methods may be made to look posi- 
tively brutal when expressed in 
legal language, or in terms which are 
maliciously half correct. - on 

It iso fact worthy‘of note thet tn 
cach district teachers scem to direct 
all heir agsaults on the members. of 
‘one or two familles, . 


Trouble-Makers 


“Such trouble-makiig familics are 


usually Inown to teachers, and it js 
not unknown for o timid headmaster 
to avold trouble by tolerating con~ 
duct In the children of these parents 
which would not be allowed in the 
other children. Mallelous, or merely 
stupldly Indulgent, parents can cause 
too much trouble and pubilcity. 

Tho behaviour of our school chil- 
dren would be much improved if 
more of these so-called ossauits 
were committed, for, they almost in- 
variably consist’ In woplying. the 
strap to the bottom: of a boy who re- 
fuses to hold out his hand,

The 
‘result is that some districts have a 
band of regular little classroom 
lawyers. | 


The Toachor’a’ Handicap:

No teacher would dream of osking 
this. Infurmation, lest he be met with 
tho modern nonsenso talk about the 
“teuchter’s personolity” and the super~ 
lulty, of all punishments: when a 
ffood tencher Is on tte job.

But things being what they are, they 
would prejudice thelr chances if they 
brought tho Issuc to a head with the 
education authorities. at

, Shanghol, Oc. 30. 

In an eerie darkness ‘outside of the 
Jessfield railway. statlon, which is 
held by the Chinese, with Japanese 
troops only 500 to 600 yards away, 
au Reuter representative —obtaincd 
eye-witness necounts of the Idling 
and wounding of the Royal Ulster 
Rifles lust night. 

Corporal Fronk Collins of Belfast 
said W. C. Howard and James Mal- 
fon, two of the men who were killed, 
‘were standing outside of post. J2, 
which js just on south side of the 
railway bridge, when a shell came 
over and burst. Mallon was hit in. 
the back: by shrapnel and killed jn- 
stantly, Howard wags struck in the 
chest und dicd a few minutes affter- 
wards, 

“McGuire and Delancy, who were 
also standing outside of the post were 
seriously injured. We others escaped 
inside the post just in time.” * 

Chinese soldiers, holding the Jess- 
field railway station anxiously asked 
Reuter's correspondent what had hap- 
pened, and when told that two British} 
soldiers had been killed they said: 
“We have Jost our brothers.” 


HOW O'TOOLE DIED 


Port Rush, County Antrim, 
Reuter the story of .Rifieman Joseph 
O'Toole’s death. : _ 

He said: “Between 7 and 7.30 p.m. 
I was on duty outside of the post 
when a shell came over my head and 
exploded ubout 50, yards away. 
Splinters flew into the Honeyland 
head and 
killed him almost instantly. Mean- 
while'n Chinese man and woman were 
Killed in the street, where a milling 
crowd of Chinese refugees was run-' 
ning as fast os it could from the 
scence.

“The place couldn't hold any more, 
and my pals here who ran to help 
the Chinese refugees to safety, were 
Jucky to come out alive,”

Rifleman Stewart, were Riflemen 
John Willlam Morrison of Belfast, a 
‘veteran of the Great War, Alexander 
McDowell from Colcraine, London- 
derry, James Stephens from Dublin, 
and Gernid Byrne of Plymouth.—
